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THE BESTOWING OF GIFTS. 

The instinct for presenting some token of esteem 
or appreciation is elementary, and finds its deri- 
vation deep down in the human heart. To love is 
to desire to give, and thus express in act the sen- 
timent of the emotion. For this reason, as a 
safety-valve for expression, it is suitable that 
special occasions and anniversaries should be sig- 
nalized by the giving of presents, and therefore, 
at Christmas especially may one’s friends be 
made the recipients of gifts—a custom which ori- 
ginated with the Wise Men from the East at the 
manger in Bethlehem more than nineteen hun- 
dred years ago. 

It is quite an art to know not only when to 
bestow a gift, but what to give. A small present 
that fills a lack or supplies a desire, carries with 
it a double value, because it comes as a welcome 
surprise, and oftentimes more’ than half of the 
pleasure derived from the bestowal of gifts is 
that expressed in the surprise of the recipient. 

The practice of giving just because it is ex- 
pected of one, or because it is the proper “time 
to give,” when means are limited and inclination 
lacking, should be deprecated, for it is nothing 
better than a system of barter. This is certainly 
the case at Christmas-time, when, as may be fre- 
quently observed, the one who gives generously 
is bountifully remembered in return 





that you should truckle to such a ridiculous prac- 
tice, and then grumble because you are obliged to 
scrimp and save in consequence. 

3ut why preach? We all do it, for that, too, 
is human nature cropping out. The desire to re- 
lease obligation is universal. No one likes to 
rest under such a burden, and by squaring up 
the indebtedness incurred in the past one may 
obliterate it. Look at the subject from another 
standpoint, however. Does not this sentiment of 
discharging an obligation by a return offering 
present an ethical side? Is it not true that any 
infringement of one’s liberty must react upon the 
subject, and that the very impulse to discharge 
it has its rise in an honorable motive? 

Gifts, which should ever be the accompaniment 
of kindness are made frequently to take its place. 
For instance, if a husband and wife have a dis- 
agreement in which he is to blame, his desire to 
appease her takes the form of a peace offering; 
such as a handsome brooch or necklace or ring, 
and when these are presented he flatters himself 
that he has retrieved the situation, and by his 
princely generosity has restored her normal hap- 
piness. 

In buying presents, one must allow for the diff- 
erence in tastes, and purchase only what one 
deems may give pleasure, and not merely that 


which may be available in the shops for a cer- 
tain price. After all, to give pleasure is the first 
object of a gift, and the thought which may li 
expended in selection is never wasted. To say 
that a gift to be wholly complimentary must be 
entirely useless is to speak foolishly, for an in- 
trinsically beautiful object of art which gives 
pleasure to the eye cannot be considered a use- 
less present. It has its raison d’ étre just as has 
the flower for blooming. 

Now that we have approached the greatest sea 
son for present-giving which the year affords it 
is well to regard the subject practically. If your 
means are limited, make out a list of thos: 
friends whom you especially desire to remember 
with gifts, write a possible suggestion opposite 
each name as to what might be appropriate for 
that individual and endeavor to carry out your 
ideas. It may be that you are able to manufac- 
ture some dainty little acceptable trifles at home, 
something with embroidery, or crochet, or paint- 
ing, or pen-and-ink work, and if you can intro- 
duce the personal element into it, you are sure 
that it will be joyously received. 

Many little gifts that are suitable and pretty 
may be bought for a quarter of a dollar—ash- 
trays, coin-purses, boxes of sealing-wax, station- 
ery, poems, pin-trays, stamp-boxes, cups and sau- 
cers, candlesticks, paper-weights, pen-

The 
true spirit of giving at such seasons, 
should always be prompted by regard 
rather than by the commercial motive M 
of making a due return for all bene- 
fits received. 

This element of “give-and-take” is M 
far tco prevalent. You send a Christ- 
mas present to Mrs. Jones because 
she gave you that rare bit of Japa- 
nese carving which adorns your 
mantle-piece, upon the occasion of 
your marriage, and so instead of 
selecting something consonant with 
your husband’s present limited income .

If you have plenty of means. of 
course the problem of what to give 
is greatly simplified.

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CORRECTING THE BABY.

It is an easy matter when he is of a 
docile disposition, but an unruly, ob- 
stinate child or one of fiery temper 
requires very careful training. 

If the necessity for correction 
arises, set an example of calmness 
and good temper, never reproving in 
anger. Impress upon your child that 
you only correct him for his own 
good, and that you are deeply grieved 
at having to do it. Any fault can be 
corrected if taken in time, but never 
allow the baby to see weakness or in- 
decision in your face or manner. It 
is surprising how quickly the little 
tots perceive these qualities and play 
upon them. The care and training 
of a young soul is a great responsi- 
bility and needs earnest thought and 


love. Each child has its own in- 
dividuality and requires different 
treatment. But if obedience be ex- 


acted from the beginning the prob- 
lem is greatly simplified. 
GIVING MEDICINE TO THE BABY. 

The practice of dosing infants and 

children with medicine is to be de- 
plored, as it is most pernicious in its 
effects upon them. In cases where it 
is absolutely necessary to give the 
baby a nauseous dose, do not try to 
force his mouth open, but place your 
forefinger on his chin just below the 
cleft under the lower lip, and his 
mouth will open of itself. The tea- 
spoon should be placed with the tip 
against the roof of the mouth, which 
will prevent him from spluttering and 
ejecting the contents of the spoon. 
Nor will he choke, as the liquid is 
poured down his throat so quickly. 
A spoonful of peppermint tea taken 
fterward will remove any unpleas- 
nt taste. 

A child two or three years of age 
vefore taking a dose of medicine may 
ave the tip of its tongue touched 
vith a very little oil of cloves, which 
will destroy all taste for awhile and 
increase the flow of saliva, making 
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swallowing involuntary. When it is 
possible, give the dose in warm water 
or a warm drink of some sort, as it 
will relax the muscles of the throat. 

If the baby gets a severe cut, it 
should be washed thoroughly witb 
cold clean water. Then make a pad 
out of perfectly clean old linen and 
dip it in a solution of boracic acid. 
Press it down hard on the cut and 
hold it in place with a small bandage. 
It is a bad plan to cover a cut with 
vaseline or grease. It needs pressure, 
cleanliness and cold. 

BURNS. 

In the winter, when fires are light- 
ed in the stoves, the little tots run- 
ning around are apt to burn their 
hands, sometimes badly. In treating 
all kinds of burns, air should be ex- 
cluded. Clean sweet or olive oil 
spread on a cloth should be wrapped 
around the little hand, then a layer 
of cotton batting, both being kept in 
place with an bandage. This dress- 
ing should be changed every day until 
the burn is healed. 

BLEEDING AT THE NOSE. 

Obstinate cases of bleeding at the 
nose require careful treatment. The 
child should be placed in a semi-up- 
right position with the hands held 
above the head if possible. A small 
piece of ice wrapped in cotton must 
be held on the bridge of the nose 
and a cold wet cloth at the back of 
the neck. The patient should remain 
perfectly still for some little time 
after the blood has ceased to flow for 
fear of starting it again. 

STUTTERING. 

Stuttering in children 1s often 
caused by nervousness, and some- 
times a good tonic and change of air 
will relieve the trouble. In serious 
cases, the child should take lessons 
in breathing and speech gymnastics 
from a good teacher. All nervous ex- 
citement must be avoided, and nour- 
ishing food, with plenty of sleep in 
a well ventilated room will help along 
the good work. The earlier this 
course of treatment is instituted, the 
quicker will be the cure. 

A NERVOUS AFFECTION. 


Another unpleasant disease caused 
by nervousness, and which is often 
readily cured by plenty of fresh air 
and outdoor exercise, is what is pop- 
ularly known as “St. Vitus’s Dance.” 
It is generally brought on by over- 
study or anemic conditions resulting 
from lack of proper food or exercise. 
Tea or coffee should never be given 
to nervous children, but they should

TO CLEAN BOTTLES. 


For cleaning the baby’s feeding 
bottle, a bit of very clean sponge, on 
the end of a wire, should be used in- 
stead of the ordinary bottle-brushes, 
as there is danger of the bristles of 
the latter becoming detached, and be- 
ing swallowed by the child, which 
might prove fatal by setting up inter- 
nal irritation. 
BRUSHING THE TEETH. 

Children early be taught 
to brush their teeth night and morn- 
ing with just with 
permanganate of potash.

Dolls of all sorts and conditions may be purchased 
to suit all tastes, but the loving forethought which may 
be expended upon their costuming is fully repaid. De- 
cide whether it is to be a conventional baby or lady 
doll, or dressed in character. It is quite true that a 
child will care more for its black-faced rag doll, 
“Dinah,” than it will for an expensive French baby 
with a layette that costs $25 and that can say “Papa” 
and “Mamma” and go to sleep at night; and even 
sometimes, a whisk broom dressed up with a 
stocking face and a handkerchief shawl over its 
calico skirt will be as fondly cherished as any 
lady doll in bisque or wax possessing a magnifi- 
cent “trousseau” comprising silk “creations”; but 
every doll should come to its “mother” properly 
equipped, and prepared for rough usage.
